There  was  an  increase  in  jrhe  number  of  Scarlet  Fever 
cases  notified*  59  compared  with  10  in  the  previous  year*  Measles 
notification  however  were  85  less  than  the  previous  year  and  no  cases  of 
whooping  cough  were  notified.  No  deaths  were  attributed  to  the  ordinary 
infectious  diseases.

The  supply  of  water  was  constant  in  supply  and  satisfactory  in 
quality  throughout  the  year.  Sampling  continued  to  be  carried  out 
monthly  by  your  Surveyor  and  no  adverse  reports  were  received. 

An  extension  to  the  mains  was  carried  out  on  the  new  housing 
site  off  Flaxpiece  Road  to  provide  a supply  of  water  to  approximately 
50  new  Council  dwellings.

4*  HOUSING. 

The  rehousing  of  tenants  living  in  unsatisfactory  conditions  ' 
continued  throughout  the  year,  nineteen  families  being  transferred 
to  Council  owned  dwellings,  of  these  seventeen  families  were  from 
Long  Rows  which  the  Council  had  previously  acquired  for  demolition, 
and  two  were  from  houses  on  which  demolition  orders  had  been  made. 

Eleven  new  one-bedroom  bungalows  were  completed  during  the 
year,  and  a further  twenty  bungalows  and  ten  one  bedroom  flats 
were  in  the  course  of  construction.

HOUSING  IMPRQVEI^TS 

Following  the  introduction  of  the  House  Purchase  and  Housing 
Act  1959#  the  Council  decided  to  re-commence  the  granting  of  as 
assistance  to  owners  of  dwellinghouses  who  wished  to  improve  their 
property.  Seven  applications  for  "Discretionajry  Grants"  were 
approved  totalling  £992 i five  of  the  proposed  schemes  were 
completed  and  one  which  had  been  approved  diaring  the  financial 
year  1957/8  was  also  completed. 

Seven  applications  for  "Standard  Grants"  were  approved,  of 
these  four  were  completed  during  1959*  A total  grant  of  £938. 13 *6, 
being  paid  during  the  year  in  respect  of  improvements  under  the 
provisions  of  the  House  and  House  Purchase  Act,  1959#  and  the 
Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act,  1958. 
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RENT  ACT,  1957. 


One  application  only  was  received  for  a Certificate  of  Disrepair,  this 
was  granted.  It  would  appear  that  many  tennants,  having  received  Certificates 
of  Disrepair,  are  now  paying  the  increase  in  rent  permitted  by  the  Rent  Act, 
even  though  the  landlord  has  not  applied  for  revocation  of  the  certificate  on 
completion  of  most  of  the  works  of  repair. 

Following  the  issue  of  Certificate's  of  Disrepair  in  respect  of  three- 
properties  it  was  necessary  to  institute  proceedings  in  the  local  Magistrates 
Court  to  secure  Abatement  of  Nuisances  at  those  properties.  Nuisance  Orders 
were  made  in  each  case  for  the  v;ork  to  be  carried  out  within  two  months. 
Unfortunately  the  ov/ner  failed  to  carry  out  the  necessary  repairs  within  this 
time  and  the  Council  decided  to  apply  for  a daily  penalty.  During  this  period 
the  same  landlord  failed  to  comply  ?;ith  an  Abatement  Notice  served  in  respect  of 
another  of  his  houses  and  a Nuisance  Order  was  made  by  the  Ifegistrates  in  respect 
of  this  property.  It  wa,s  evident  that  the  owner  could  not  obtain  anyone  to  • 
carry  out  the  works  of  repair  at  any  of  liis  houses  and  it  was  decided  not  to 
pursue  the  application  for  a daily  penalty.  Subsequently  the  more  serious 
defects  were  remedied,  but  many  works  still  required  to  be  carried  out  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

Bearing  in  mind  the  serious  discomforts  occasioned  to  the  tenants  by  the 
failure  of  such  landlords  to  carry  out  essential  repairs,  I am  of  the  opinion 
that  in  such  cases  local  authority  should  carry  out  the  necessary  works  and 
recover  the  costs  incurred  from  the  ov/ner, 

HOUgING  INSPECTIONS, 

A considerable  amount  of  time  was  spent  during  1959  in  carrying  out  housing 
inspections  and  making  re-visits  to  houses  where  defects  were  found.  The

Refuse  collection,  salvage  and  street  cleansing  remained  under 
the  aupervision  of  the  Coimoil's  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  md  a regular 
collection  of  house  and  trade  refuse  was  maintained.  Street  clensi^; 
in  the  centre  of  the  town  was  regularly  carried  out  and  in  ^ at temp 
to  reduce  the  amount  of  litter  deposited  on  the  streets  twelve  litter 
vases  were  sited  in  the  main  shopping  areas.  Some  improvement  was 
noted  and  I consider  that  a scheme  of  providing  litter  vases  or  litteit 
bins  throughout  the  main  street  in  the  town  and  in  the  housing  esta  es 

should  be  proceeded  with,  . . , ^ . 

Refuse  disposal  v/as  placed  under  the  supervision  of  the  irnoiic 

Health  Inspector  and  an  additional  man  was  engaged  to  carry  out 
the  work  of  controlling  the  refuse  tip, 

6,  prevention  of  ramge  by  pests. 

The  person  employed  as  tip  man  also  assists  in  the  work  of  ^ ^ 
rodent  control  and  for  this  purpose  was  allowed  to  attend  a training 
oourse  conducted  by  the  Infestation  Control  Division  of  t e 
Ministry  of  J^griculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  This  has  been  of 
considerable  assistance  and  more  time  can  now  be  devoted  to  survey 
and  treatment  for  the  destruction  of  rats  and  mice.

Pour  small  private  slaughterhouses  were  licenced,  three  being  used 
regularly  and  the  fourth  one  only  intermittently.  All  the  sla\ighter- 
houses  were  maintained  in  a satisfactory  manner  and  no  nuisances  arose 
from  the  premises.  Each  owner  was  notifies  of  the 

requirements  of  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958  iii  order  that  they  might 
be  given  ample  opportunity  to  bring  their  premises  up  to  the  standards 
which  will  eventually  be  required  by  the  regulations  made  under  that 
Act. 

All  animals  were  inspected  after  slaughter  and  I7O  visits  were  made 
to  the  slaughterhouses  during  the  year.
